2, {Currently Amended) A method of pr e paring and fulfilling transmitting a 
medication prescriptio n fulfillment request firom a physician's office, comprising the 
steps of: 

[[A.]] providing a patient with a personal memory card (PMC) having a stored 
memor y, wh e r e in said s tor e d memory includes at l e ast th e patient's p e rsonal 
information, consulting phy s ician information, and a plurality of pref e rr e d 
pharmacy informatio n; 

modifying the stored memory to include a plurality of patient preferred 
pharmacies: 

& r e ading said stored memor>^ into a first PMC reader/writ e r from said PMC 

and viowably presenting said stor e d memory on a personal digital assistant 

[[C.]] modifying said stored memor y, while the patient is at the physician's 
office, of said PMC by a physician via e ntry on said PDA to include a [[new]] 
medication prescription to form on updat e d stor e d memory ; 

[[D.]] reading said updated stored memory of said PMC via a s e cond PMC 
read e r into an offic e a^computer system in the physician's office of the physician, 
said office comput e r programm e d to e l e ctronically transf e r said updat e d stored 
m e mory to a c e ntral host serv^er ; 

transf e rring said updat e d stored m e mory to th e host s e rver; 
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[[F.]] transmitting a prescription fulfillment request electronioally by soid host 
s e rv e r for the [[new]] medication prescription contained within said updat e d 
stored memory to a first preferred pharmacy, wherein said first preferred 
pharmacy is selected from the plurality of preferred pharmacies ^ amaaev 
informati on in said stored memor y, said host serv^er configured for oloctronically 
transmitting said requ e st ; and 

[[G.]] receiving a prescription fiilfillment confirmation or a prescription 
fiilfillment denial e l e ctronicallv from the first preferred pharmac y, wherein if a 
denial is received then the computer svstem automatically commences an 

automatic feedback loop of transmitting a prescription fulfillment request for the 
medication prescription to a next preferred pharmacy, wherein the next preferred 
pharmacy is selected from the list of preferred pharmacies on the stored memory, 
until a prescription fulfillment confirmation is received by the computer system at 
the physician's office. 

3. {Currently Amended) A system for pr e paring and fiilfiUing transmitting a 
medication prescription fiilfillment request from a physician's office a pati e nt's 
pr e scription comprising: 

a personal memory card (PMC) having a stored memory; 

data stored on the stored memory, said data including th e pati e nt' s 
personal information, consulting physician information, -and a plurality o f patient 
preferred pharmacy informa tion pharmacies : 

a first PMC reader/writer connoctcd to a personal digital assistant (PDA) 
[[and]] programm e d having means to receive and vi e wably display said data on 
said PDA, said data b e ing modifi e d by the physician via corr e sponding e ntry on 
said PDA modify the data t o include a [[new]] medication prescription to form an 
updat e d data ; and 
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a second PMC r e ad e r/writ e r ooim e ot e d to th e physician's office computer 
system within the physician's office, and proErammed to r e c e ive and stor e said 
updated data and to transfer said updated data to a remot e ly locat e d central host 
serv e r; 

wherein said host s e rv e r the computer system receives is programm e d to 
rec e iv e and stor e said updated data and [[to]] thereafter transmits transmit a 
prescription fulfillment request for the [[new]] medication prescription to a first 
preferred pharmacy, wherein the first preferred pharmacy is selected from the 
plurality of preferred pharmacies, p harmacy information, and wh e rein said host 
serv e r is programm e d to r e c e ive a prescription fulfillment confirmation or denial 
from the first pref e rred pharmac y and wherein if a prescription fulfillment denial 
is received by the computer system from the first preferred pharmacy, then the 
computer system automatically commences an automatic feedback loop by 
transmitting a prescription fulfillment request to a next preferred pharmacy, 
wherein the next preferred pharmacy is selected from the plurality of preferred 
pharmacies, until a prescription fulfillment confirmation is received . 

4. {Currently Amended) The system of claim 7 claim 3 w herein: 

said PMC is programmed to also include insurer information; 

said host s e r\^er computer system is programmed to also electronically 
transfer insurance information to an insurer of the patient. 

5 . {Currently Amended) The method of claim 2, further comprising the steps of: 

[[H.]] electronically transmitting information regarding th e examination and t he 
[[new]] medication prescription to an insurer of the patient.

9. {Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

A. storing data on a personal memory card (PMC), wherein said data includes a 
patient's p e rsonal information, a consulting physician's information, and a list of 
preferred pharmacies; 

B. inserting said PMC into a first PMC reader/writer; 

C. modifying said stored data to further include a medical prescription; 

D. withdrawing said PMC fi-om the first PMC reader/writer; 

E. inserting said PMC card into a second PMC reader/writer, wherein said 
second PMC reader/writer is coupled to a computer system, said computer system 
having a transmitter to deliver a prescription request to a pharmacy; 

F. transmitting a prescription fulfillment request to a first pharmacy, wherein 
the first pharmacy is selected fi-om the list of preferred pharmacies stored on the 
PMC; 

G. receiving a prescription fiilfiUment confirmation or denial fi"om the first 
pharmac y, wherein if a denial is received then the computer system automaticallv 
commences an automatic feedback loop of transmitting a prescription fulfillment 
request for the medication prescription to a next preferred pharmacy, wherein the 
next preferred pharmacy is selected from the list of preferred pharmacies stored on 
the PMC, until a prescription fulfillment confirmation is received by the computer 
system at the physician's office : and 

H. withdrawing the PMC from the second PMC reader/writer.
